Here we may call the police, 
If needed, or have the whole fire de- 
partm«nt at our service. 


At regular intervals you notice that 


the posts which support the trolley sys- 
tem are painted with a broad band of 
white. This tells us that here and not 
elsewhere the cars stop to take and 
leave passengers. 


In some cities—Berlin, Germany, for 


instance—we may see a small round 
tower at the street corner serving as a 
bulletin board. On these towers are 
placed the posters announcing concerts 
and entertainments of all kinds, a con- 
venient arrangement, which puts to 
shame our shiftless American custom 
of using the sides of houses and fencea 
for this purpose.

The Brooklyn Rapid Transit Com- 


pany, will, It is said, employ as many 
as three hundred men from out of 
town to take the places of the striking 
conductors and motormen. 
Barricades were placed in many 


thoroughfares 
through 
which cars 


were to run, rails \verc torn up in 
an astonishing number of places, and 
a new means of obstruction was in- 
vented. 


This was done by stringing small 


wire across the trolley tracks at such 
a height that they would strike the 
motormen in the face or the upper part 
of tho body, the- intention being to 
throw them off their cars and put them 
"out of business.'' 


Cars were run during the night on

nothing will be known officially con- 
cerning the severance of the official re 
atious between the president and his 
war minister, but later the official cor- 
respondence will doubtless be given to 
ihe press.

UNCLE SAM MAKES A TIDY PROFIT BY 


COINING MONEY.

Grow Kuntlngi of the Mint* 


AsMiy Offices of the Country 
Yoajr Were f4,485,000 of Which 
9173,014 W»i for Refining Bullion. 
It Is supposed generally that the 


United States Mint and the Government 
may offices and refineries are main- 
tained for the public convenience and 
that the Mint, like other branches or 
departments of stbe «xtej»lve Treaiurjf -.] 
kervlce, IB run- pro bono publlco, the' 
Government making up by appropria- 
tions the shortage of each year. The 
recent ptiblic report of the Director of 
the Mint shows that Uncle Sam has a 
thrifty interest in the operations of the 
Mint and its branches and makes a 
tidy profit from their operation each 
year. Last year the gross earnings of 
the mints and assay offices of the coun- 
try—there are mints In Philadelphia, 
San Francisco, Carson City and New 
Orleans, assay offices at Denver, Boise, 
Helena, Charlotte, SI. Louis, Deadwood 
ind 
New 
York— were 14,495,000, of 


which $173,614 was for parting and re- 
fining buljlkm, ?10,046 for copper alloy, 
and $15,321 for melting, assaying and 
stamping charges. The seigniorage on 
the coinage o£ s(lver was 13,073,958, on 
subsidiary silver coinage $286,311, on 
minor coinage $1,031,000 and on the re- 
:oinage of minor coins $18,383. 
The 


value of the deposit in melting room. 
grains and "sweeps" removed was $8;- 
726; the value of the surplus bullion 
teturned was $53,024, and the gain on 
bullion shipped by the minor assay of- 
llcas to the Mint for coinage there was 
$6,675. 


The expenditures of the Mint service, 


Including wastage, loss on sale of 
sweeps, and expense of 
distributing 


minor coins, was $1,263,133. The net 
earnings for the year were $3,432,664. 
Borne of the items of expense (the chief 
of which is, of course, salaries and 
wages) illustrate the curiously compli- 
cated work of tainting, which requires 
not Qnly, knowledge of chemistry and 
metallurgy, but considerable exactness 
in the use of materials and in the adap- 
tation of dies and designs. For acids 
used in the mints and assay 
offices 


?27,400 was expended by the Govern- 
ment last year; for chemicals, $4,700; 
for wood, $6,675; for copper, $9,600; for 
firebrick, $1,300, and 
for zinc, $2,76C. 


For gloves and gauntlets required by 
tho mint workers $8,100 was needed; 
for gas, an aid to metallurgy, $14,700; 
for charcoal, $3,740; for oil, $1,100; for 
hardware, $1,400, and tor crucibles and 
mechanical appliances, $5,400. 


Varied as these items are, they do 


not exhaust the number of things re- 
quired in the Mint, for $2,000 was ex- 
pended in lumber, $1,400 In ice, $500 for 
Bait used in the refineries, and a small 
charge for flags needed as designs. 
(Apart from gas, the fuel needed for 
mint and assay offices was of three 
Kind- charcoal lit nn expense 
of $3,- 


700, 
coke at an expense of $7,500, and 


coal at an expense of $17,000, 
One 


Item, which to the upinitiated seems 
Hargp, is the item of sewing, $3,425. This 
sewing is required for the bags con- 
taining the metal or coins, in addition 
(o $563 for barrels and $350 for bullion 
boxes. 


Uncle Sam in his liberality made no 


appropriation for soap, it would appear, 
but the expense of laundering the tow- 
«ls (presumably "it was given out") 
Was $3,000, and $2,200 additional was 
paid for water. The item of wastage, 
Bo-called, arising from work at the 
Mint, and which is not a large one 
when compared with the enormous op- 
erations of the "Mint, was $16,000, and 
Borne other minor items brought up the 
Government's whole expense in the 
year to $1,250,000, or about 25 per cent. 
of the total receipts, the profit being 
represented by the other 75 per cent.

: When the pursuers arrived .at the Im- 
jin River, the Chinese General refused 
to cross and continue the pursuit unless 
the Koreans would build a bridge suffi- 
ciently large and strong to insure 'the 
passage of his 120,000 men in safety. 
The Koreans were famishing for re- 
venge upon the. Japanese, and would be 
stopped 
by no obstacle that human 


ingenuity could surmount. 
Sending 


parties of men in all directions, they 
collected enormous quantities of chik, 
a tough fibrous vine that often attains 
length of 100 yards. 
'. From this eight huge hawsers were 
wovenj Attaching them to trees or 
heavy timbers let into ithe ground, .the 
bridge builders carried the other ends 
across the stream by boats and anchor- 
ed them1 there" In the same way. Of 
course the hawsers dragged in tne wa- 
ter 
in mid-stream, but the Koreans 


were equal to the occasion. Stout 
oaken bars were inserted between the 
strands in mid-stream, and then the 


* hawsers were twisted until the torsion 


brought them a good ten feet above the 
surface. Brush-wood was then piled on, 
the eight parallel hawsers, and upon 
the brushwood clay ariQ gravel were 
laid. 


When the roadbed had been packed 


down firmly and the 'bridge bad been 
tested, the Chinese could no longer re- 
fuse to advance; and so upon this first 
tuspenslon bridge, 150 yards long, that 
army 
of 320,000 Chinamen, with all 


their Korean allies, camp, equipage and 
impediments, crossed in safety. 
This 


bridge, llket tho tortoise boat, having 
rerved its purpose, was left to fall of 
its own weight.— Harper's Magazine.

OTH. By the censui of 1890 the number 
was in exc*is of 100,000, and it is com- 
puted from the figure* of tho various 
medical •.Moclatioua that the total 
number by 1900 will be in ezces* of 
125,000, or about double what it was 
thirty years ago. 
There were at the 


date of the last official computation, 
28*000 physicians and surgeons in the 
whole of Great Britain, an increase of 
nearly 6,000 beyond the figures of ten 
years ago. 
It is usually computed that the Unit- 


ed. States, exclusive of ne-wly acquired 
territory and lands under their protec- 
torate, will «how a population of 75,- 
000,000 in 1900, as against 62,000,000 in 
the census of ten years ago, and if the 
estimate of tho number of physicians 
ana surgeons is correct, the proportion 
of< physicians and surgeons to 
the 


whole population would be 1,666 to the 
million, or a larger proportion than in 
any other country. These figures seem 
to indicate that an affirmative answer 
must be given to the question. Do 
doctors and health go, together? The 
country in which tUere are relatively 
to the whole population the 
fewest 


doctors is Russia, la which there are 
only one-fifth ai> many as in the Unit- 
ed States, though the population of 
Russia is materially larger. As against 
125,000 physicians apd surgeons in the 
United States, there are only 25,000 in 
Russia, a, smaller number than are to 
be found In Great Britain, though the 
total population of Mie Russian Empire, 
Europe and Asia, wa^ 129,000,000 by the 
last official 
censua. that of 1897, as 


against 38,000,000 in Great Britain, and 
the total area of the Russian Empire is 
8,660,000 square miles, as against 120,- 
000 in Great Britain. The death rate 
in England is low and is constantly 
getting lower by th$ adoption of wise 
sanitary and hygien.c measures, but is 
high and remains hUjh in Russia. 


There are about 25,000 physicians, 


and surgeons in Germany. There are 
about 15,000 physicians and surgeons in 
France, 12,000 in Italy, 
2,500 in Bel- 


gium, 2,000 in Holland, and 6,000 in 
Spain. Holland wh.ch has a very low 
death rate, has a larger proportionate 
number of doctors than any 
other 


Continental country of Europe, and 
Norway, in which she conditions are 
normally favorable io good health, has 
a small number of doctors and quite 
a high death-rate—iiie two apparently 
going together. 


BABREL HOOP POLES 


General Grant's Advice to Twins. 
General Grant's fondness for chil- 


flren is illustrated in the following true 
story, which has never been published 
before. It 
19 an experience which 


twins had with the great Union soldier 
at the close of his second Presidential 
term. 


General Grant was stopping at the 


famous old hotel at Cape May, known 
as Congress Hall, which was burned in 
the disastrous flro of the fall of 1878, 
when many of the U-ndmarks of the re- 
port were swept away. 


One Sunday afternoon during Gen- 


eral Grant's sojoirnx Le was walking in 
front of the rotunda with the proprie- 
tor. Colonel J. F. Oakfa, who at that 
time also 
conducted a well known 


hostlery in Washington. Colonel Cake 
espied coming down the street one of 
his friends, a father with his two 
sons, who were the twins. 


"General, here come two youngsters 


—twins," said Colonel Cake; 
"J be- 


lieve that you will be unable to tell one 
from the other." 


"We will see," was the distinguished 


General's reply. "Call them over." 


The father and his two sons crossed 


the street to the pavement in front of 
the hotel rotunda. The General shook 
hands with the father and the two 
boys—the latter being shy and awed at 
the sight of the great man before them. 


General Grant looked at the lads, 


rubbed his eyes as if to increase the 
powers of his vision, and finally, after 
a searching examination, exclaimed, 
laughingly:— 


"I can see no difference. You have 


won, 
Colonel." 


Each of the boys had a book under 


his arm, for they had been to Sunday 
school. 
The General was in a playful humor. 


He took the book-from one of the lads 
and, 
opening it, said: — 


"Try to read it upside down." 
'The boy bashfully made the attempt, 


but it was too much o-f a task. 
'"I cannot read it that way," rejplied 
the boy, "but I will the other way." 


The twin then read a sentence with 


the book turned in the proper man- 
ner.The other twin also failed to read 
his book upside down, but read a sen- 
tence when the page was held rightly. 


"Well, boys," said the General, "if 


you will always remember to do the 
things in the right way you will pur- 
sue a good course. Never learn to do 
things the wrong way, for that means 
failure." 


A MAINE WOODS INDUSTRY WHICH 


' GIVES WORK TO 2.000 MEN. 
< 


Providential 
Arrangement 
Which 


Caused the Gray Birch and tho 
Gray Northern Hiiro to Occupy the 
Sumo Belts of Forcnt Imnds. 
It was a providential arrangement 


that caused tho gray birch and the gray 
Northern hare to occupy the same belts 
of forest lands along the sides of the 
bleak New England hills. They' grew 
and flourished together for centuries, 
and were In a fair way to monopolize 
he whole territory when the squat and 
multitudinous French voyageurs came 
over from Montreal and destroyed the 
balance of power by snaring and eating 
the rabbits, thereby gaining ability to 
feed more children who grew up and 
nvaded the factory 
towns, cutting 


down the rate of wages to the level erf 
colored labor in tjie South. After the 
rabbits grew scarce the gray birches 
had there own way for a score of years, 
when, all tho swamp ash having been 
cut off and sold, somebody discovered 
that gray birches made good hoop 
poles, since which time thousands of 
poor men have made living wages cut- 
ting and shaving hoops for flic coopers. 


Though a considerable number-of 


men hunt for hoops in western Massa- 
ihusetts and northern New York, this 
ndustry finds more followers and bet- 
ter rewards in Maine than in any other 
State. Enough brown a&h and giay 
and white birch saplings are cut, split, 
shaved and "bundled in Maine every 
winter to put a,hoop around the earth 
at the equator, and to allow a lap of 12,- 
000 -miles for the purpose of completing 
tlie locks. Hoops are shaved in dif- 
ferent lengths, according to the size of 
the casks or barrels which they are 
intended to encompass, The smallest, 
which are put about nail kegs, aie 4 
to 4% feet long, and &ell for 75 cents to 
$1 for a thousand. The largest, which 
are made for sugar barrels ami large 
fish casks, are of brown ash, shaved 
broad and flat arafl having a length of 
7%,,feetr, These when green and flexi- 
ble sell readily for $1.75 by the thou- 
sand. Between these are,, intei mediate 
lengths of 5% and 6% feet. 


According to the estimates of well 


informed dealers, whose opinions are 
indorsed by the reports of the la&t cen- 
sus, more ithan 36,000,000 hoops aio 
shaved and sold in Maine every year. 
Allowing 0% feet for the length of an 
average hoop, and putting the circum- 
ference of the earth at 132,000.000 feet, 
it would take about 24,000,000 hoops to 
place a girdle about 'the globe at its 
largest diameter. 
The average price 


paid by hoop buyers is $1.25 for 1,000, 
so the total gross income from Maine's 
hoop poles is about $45,000 a year. 


It requires the labor of about 2,000 


men for several weeks to earn the 
above amount of money. If they were 
all put together they would form two 
full regiments of troops, or about twice 
as many as were put under arms in 
Maine for the purpose of driving Spain 
from the Western hemisphere, and 
their joint labors in cutting bushes 
would clear up a tract of land as big as 
Knox county and fit It for ploughing. 
Though an area as big as the whola 
State of Maine is cut over every twenty 
years for the purpose ol getting hoops, 
there is probably more hoop pole stock 
growing in Maine to-day than at any 
previous ilime. 


Before Colum'bun discovered Ameri- 


ca the woods of Maine contained a 
million deer and possibly a billion rab- 
bits, all of which subsisted upon the 
sprouts of the gray and white birch, 
keeping these prolific trees down to re- 
stricted areas. When the Einglish and 
French came with firearms and wire 
snares ithe animals were killed to fur- 
nish food for the settlers. This destroy- 
ed the natural balance and the Birches 
spread everywhere and promised to 
monopolize New England until 
the 


hoop pole hunter came and restored the 
equilibrium. 


It requires but li.ttle capital to start 


in the hoop pole business. A man \vho 
owns a yoke of steers or an old horse 
r a bull can easily haul the round 
ioles from the woods. 
A shanty of 


ioards or a lean-to of brush makes an 
xcellent -shelter in wTiich to do the 
having. The hoops are split by puli- 
ng them through a slat against the 
dge of a sharp knife fixed firmly in the 
,op of a wooden block. After this the 
hoops are nipped in the grip of a shav- 
ng horse and worked into proper form 
•with a draw shave. 
An industrious 


nan cari cut and haul 2,000 poles in a 
day. These, when split, will make.4,- 


.hoops, which will require two days' 


work to shave and" bundle. By work- 
ng 'three* dfeys" an average man may 
earn $5, which is good wages when salt 
pork is 6 cents a pound and good flour 
"ess than $5 a barrel. 


The hoop poles of Maine furnish em- 


ployment to more than 2,000 men at a 
,ime. 
when money is scarce and work 


s hard to obtain, and the 
money 


>arned through marketing these hoop 
poles supplies, food for fully 6,000 hun- 


ry mouths.

HORSE CLIPPING 
i 
..« •<— 


Done Nowadays In Far Quicker Time 


1 Than Formerly ut Less Cost. 
tn the old days, with, comb and 


shears, it took a man eight hours to 
clip a horse, and ho had to be an ex- 
pert to do it in lha.t time. With tho 
introduction of the hand clipper, such 
as is used for clipping men's hair, into 
this use, the time required for clipping 
a, horse was reduced to half a day. 
Later these cllpperii came to be oper- 
ated wtih hand power; by use of a 
crank, and then tho time required for 
clipping a horse was still further re- 
duced. 


In one of these hand-power clippers 


the clipper is attached to the end of a 
flexible shaft, 
which is made up oT 


short links of steel wire linked together 
like a chain. To keep this flexible shaft 
from kinking and twisting when it is 
turned it is incased and carried in a 
flexible tubing. The shaft is made to 
turn by attaching one end of it to the 
axle of a wheel which is turned by 
means pf a belt from it to -another 
wheel, which is turned by a crank. 
These wheels are supported, the larger 
one, to which the crank is attached, oa 
standard resting on 
the floor; the 


smaller one, to which the flexible shaft 
is attached, at the end of an 'arm sup- 
ported by the standard. Turning the 
wheel turns the flexible shaft within 
its flexible tubing. The shaft is at- 
tached to the clipper with an eccentric. 
When the shaft turns the eccentric 
works the clipper just as an ordinary 
clipper with handles would be worked 
by hand, only many times faster. The 
operator simply holds 'the clipper and 
guides it over the surface to be clipped. 
Nowadays this sort of clipper is oper- 
ated also by machine p<5wer, a gas en- 
gine being used for this purpose, and 
with power clippers horses are clipped 
in less time still. 


In 
a horse-clipping establishment 


where machine power is used the gas 
engine is belted to a shafitmg made 
fast to the ceiling from 
which 
the 


power is transmitted by belts to two 
pulleys, one on cither side of the room, 
attached ito the ceiling by hangers in 
the usual manner. Hanging from each 
of these pulleys is a long, flexible shaft 
within its flexible casing, with a clip- 
per at the end. These flexible shafts, 
the tubes that inclose them being an 
inch or two in diameter, and about as 
flexible as rope or hose of like size 
would be, arc each perhaps eight to 
ten feet or more in length; long enough 
to enable the operator to go all over 
one .side of the horse with tlie clipper 
hanging on that side wuthout shifting 
the animal's position. 
The operator 


throws the clipper, on whichever side 
he starts, into gear at its pulley and 
begins work with it. When he has 
finished one side of a horse he shuts 
off the power from 'the clipper used on 
that side and goes around on the other 
side, throws that clipper into gear, and 
with that clipper begins on that side of 
the horse. 


How long it itakes to clip a horse now 


depends very much on the horse. The 
majority of horses take kindly to clip- 
ping, but some do not. If a 
horse 


doesn't like to be clipped It may take 
hours to clip him, but ordinarily in 
these days, with power clippers and 
the horse w'lling, ithe clipping is done 
in forty minutes, to an hour. A horse 
has been clipped iu twenty-four min- 
xttes, but pro'bably about an hour would 
be the time usually required. 
In the 


old days it cost $20 to $30 to get a horse 
flipped; it is done nowadays for $2.50 
to $3.
